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Anger as vandals attack 
historic church windows

THE mayor of Ely has hit out at the ‘mindless’ 
vandals who caused more than £20,000 worth 
of damage to a historic cemetery chapel. 

Nine decorative stained glass windows were 
smashed over the weekend at the well-used 
chapel of rest, where Ely pays its final respects 
to loved ones. 

Police reported that vandals caused £17,000 
worth of damage to the chapel cemetery be¬ 
tween 4pm on July 7 and 7.30am on July 10, 
but City of Ely Mayor Richard Hobbs believes 
it could end up costing the council more than 
£ 20 , 000 . 

He said: “They are all diamond shaped little 
paned windows and it is going to be at least in 
excess of £20,000 and it will take a year to re¬ 
place them all. 

“They must have thrown 100 stones and 
boulders to break the intricate lead and glass 
work. 

“We are insured thank goodness, but as a 
historic building it is going to be very difficult 
to replace.” 

Built in 1856 the chapel was designed by J.L. 
Prichett of Darlington and is formed of two 
‘mirror-image’ chapels joined together by a 
belfry and spire with single bell. 

It is the focal point of the parish-run burial 
site - an award-winning ceremony run by the 
citizens of Ely. 


Cllr Hobbs continued: “I hope that when 
they are caught they will see the unnecessary 
damage that they have done. It makes me very 
angry. 

“It’s going to cost every citizen in Ely more 
money, just because people want to throw 
stones through windows. I just hope that those 
who have done this mindless damage will be 
brave enough to come forward and say sorry. 

“It’s taken an awful lot of rate payers money 
in Ely to make sure it’s kept up to a standard 
because of its age and it’s a spectacular chapel. 
The staff work tirelessly hard and long hours to 
make sure that those people coming up there 
at a difficult time and they are come to us for a 
sanctuary of peace. 

“They’ve let down Ely.” 

The City of Ely Council renovated the north 
chapel in 1999. 

Today only the north chapel is used for ser¬ 
vices, while the south chapel being used as a 
general workroom by the cemetery custodi¬ 
ans. 

A police spokesman said: “Unfortunately we 
have received a report that over the weekend 
a large amount of damage has been caused at 
the Beech Lane Cemetery in Ely mostly win¬ 
dows being smashed on the chapel. 

“There is approximately £17,000 of damage. 
If you have any information about this then 
please let us know.”

Two seriously injured 
in three-vehicle crash

A DRIVER has been left with 
life-threatening injuries and 
another with life-changing 
injuries after a three-vehicle 
crash on the A1123. 

The smash took place at 
around 6pm last Wednesday on 
the Wicken Road heading to¬ 
wards Soham. 

The three vehicles involved 
were a black Audi S3, purple 
Ford Fiesta and silver MG. 

Police say the East of Eng¬ 
land Air Ambulance and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service also attended the inci¬ 
dent. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police told the 
News : “The driver of the Fiesta 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge with life 
threatening injuries. 

“The driver of the Audi suf¬ 
fered life changing injuries and 
was taken to hospital. The road 
was cleared at about midnight.” 


An ambulance spokesman 
said the East of England Am¬ 
bulance Service NHS Trust 
said: “Three ambulance crews, 
a rapid response vehicle, two 
ambulance officers, Magpas 
Air Ambulance and East An¬ 
glian Air Ambulance were dis¬ 
patched. 

“One patient suffered life- 
threatening injuries and was 
taken by land ambulance to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for fur¬ 
ther care. 

“A second patient had suf¬ 
fered a suspected broken leg 
and was taken by land ambu¬ 
lance to Addenbrooke’s. 

“A third patient was also 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospi¬ 
tal - but their condition is not 
believed to be life-threatening 
or serious.” 

Police have also issued an ap¬ 
peal for witnesses. 

Anyone who was in the area 
at the time, and saw any of the 
vehicles in the moments lead¬ 
ing up to the collision, is asked 
to call police on 101 quoting in¬ 
cident 482 of July 5.

Opening of Ely’s 
southern bypass 
is pushed back 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE County 
Council has revealed the con¬ 
struction of Ely southern bypass 
is already behind schedule. 

The £36 million project to ease 
congestion problems in and 
around Ely was due to be opened 
by spring next year, but now the 
authority admits it has been 
pushed back to “late summer”. 

Work began on the project in 
March, with the council citing 
problems moving an electricity 
cable as the reason for the hold¬ 
up. 

The current phase of the pro¬ 
ject involves the careful removal 
of an overhead high voltage elec¬ 
tricity cable that supplies local 
homes and businesses. 

The overhead cable will be re¬ 
placed with an underground ca¬ 
ble and requires contractors to 
drill under the railway line to lay 
the new cable.

The council says that this is 
challenging work and that mini¬ 
mising disruption to electricity 
supply while ensuring safety re¬ 
mains vital. 

Otherwise it insists “work is 
progressing well” on the £36 mil¬ 
lion project which will provide a 
link between Stuntney Causeway 
and Angel Drove to the south of 
the city. 

The new route will also remove 
the need for heavy goods vehicles 
to use the railway level crossing, 
and avoid an accident-prone low 
bridge. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council said 
contractor VolkerFitzpatrick was 
continuing to progress well with 
the earthwork for the embank¬ 


ments, improving the state of 
the poor ground and piled foun¬ 
dations for the 300m-long river 
bridge. 

Cllr Ian Bates, chairman of the 
county council’s economy and 
environment committee, said: 
“There is no doubt Ely southern 
bypass will improve transport in 
the area and ease congestion in 
Ely and I fully recognise the de¬ 
sire to get it open as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“The scheme is progressing well 
and we have been working closely 
with UK Power Networks and Net¬ 
work Rail. 

“The project team is working 
to quickly and safely resolve any 
issues that arise with a project of 
this complexity. 

“Moving this major electricity 
supply is challenging work as it 
affects both electricity supplies 
and the railway.”

Reducing bulk 
with design 

HAVING seen the various stabs at 
an "improvement" to the plans for 
redevelopment of the market place 
retail block in Ely it strikes me that 
the devil you know may be worth 
keeping. 

The ocean liner design that has 
now been supplanted by a monolith 
of neoclassical modernism seems 
to me to have no advantage over 
the current building. The increased 
height and singular bulk of the 
proposal will dominate both the 
square and closer buildings across 
Dolphin Lane. 

There is no reason to allow 
this to take place. If there is to be 
redevelopment, scale must respect 
the surroundings. 

By splitting up the facades of 
the block you would have less of 
a beached whale and more of the 
interest and pleasure we would like 
to find in what is still a small scale 
city centre. It is applying a basic 
understanding of how to visually 
reduce the impression of bulk.

However, the status quo clearly 
isn't an option. 

Our soils are struggling and it's 
now no longer about sustainment but 
regeneration. 

Future farming policy should 
support food security for UK 
consumers now, by ensuring our rural 
producers can access the financial 
support they need, but also guarantee 
a future for our farmers and 
ecosystems by prioritising sustainable 
food production. 

This means funding farming 
methods that support healthy soils 
and pollinators by restricting fertilizer 
and pesticide use. 

It means encouraging crop 
diversification and mixed farming and 
decreasing the amount of land used 
to rear livestock or produce biofuels 
in favour of food that feed people 
and mitigate climate change. 

And it means giving farmers the 
support they need to promote 
biodiversity on their land and 
maintain the health of our rural areas 
to ensure food security in the future. 

By supporting regenerative farming 
over large scale industrial models, 
offering training and support for 
those farmers negatively impacted 
by changes and developing a new 
generation of farmers skilled in 
sustainable techniques, the UK could 
lead the way towards a food and 
farming system which is positive 


for producers, consumers and our 
natural environment.

Sediment 
is ‘a risk 
to wildlife’

A “THICK, treacly sediment” 
has spread through waterways 
near Aldreth and is posing a seri¬ 
ous and potentially long-lasting 
threat to local wildlife, a conser¬ 
vation group has said. 

The Haddenham Conservation 
Society insists that the sediment 
is putting “otters, water voles, and 
kingfishers in danger of having 
their fur and feathers tarnished 
and damaged,” amongst other 
negative environmental reper¬ 
cussions. 

The sediment is believed to be 
the result of runoff from rotting 
sugar beet. 

The Environment Agency said 
it was first informed of the issue 
on the May 20 and initially visited 
the site on May 27. 


Since then, they have been 
monitoring the local watercourse 
and overseeing remedial work 
that is being carried out by the 
owners of the sugar beet. 

The Environment Agency said: 
“The source of the pollution was 
contained on May 27, and the 
bags of sugar beet are due to be 
removed this week.” 

The Haddenham Conserva¬ 
tion Society had previously urged 
the owner and the Environment 
Agency whose drain it is, to “clean 
up the water course without delay 
and restore the wildlife balance”. 

Paul Mason, a member of the 
society, warned that if a solution 
is not implemented quickly, it will 
impact the entire waterway for 
years to come, as the entire wild¬ 
life chain is being effected. 

Environment Agency investiga¬ 
tions into the cause of the sedi¬ 
ment beet are continuing.

July’s sale will see over 90 
classic and vintage tractors 
on offer, with the star of the 
show being a 1939 Marshall 
Model M which has been in 
the same ownership since it 
was new. 

Purchased by the seller’s 
grandfather, Edgar Case, 
in 1939, the tractor has re¬ 
mained on the family farm 
in Withycombe, near Mine- 
head, ever since. 

The tractor comes with 
original paperwork includ¬ 
ing letters from the supply¬ 
ing agents. This highly rare 
tractor was purchased for 
£643 and now carries an es-

timate of £18,000 to £20,000. 

Also amongst the tractors 
is an important collection of 
19 classic and rare machines 
from Norfolk. 

These include a Rumely 
Model L15-25, estimate 
£10,000 to £12,000, an Allis 
Chalmers D21, which has 
an estimate of £10,000 to 
£15,000 and an Allis Chal¬ 
mers Model B which has an 
estimate of £1,200, the pro¬ 
ceeds from which will be 
given to Cancer Research. 

Another rare item, a Fer¬ 
guson TEA-20, which was 
first registered to Harry Fer¬ 
guson Ltd, is set to generate 
competitive bidding and 
has an estimate of £2,500 to 
£3,000. 

A number of classic cars 
will go under the hammer. 
These include the 1912 Sun¬ 
beam tourer from New Zea¬ 
land, which has taken the 
owner 18 years to restore. 
It is on offer at £25,000 to 
£28,000, alongside an Austin 
Healey ‘Frog-Eye’ Sprite. 

More than 30 classic mo¬ 
torcycles will be on offer, 
including a highly sought- 
after 1934 BSA sidecar outfit 
which spent the majority of 
its life in Bungay, Norfolk, 
before being purchased by 
its current owner only three 
years ago. 

It has an estimate of 
£5,000 to £6,000. There is 
also a 1978 Triumph Bon¬ 
neville which has only 84 
miles on the clock from new. 

It was a display machine 
up until 2002 in New Jersey, 


USA, where it remained in 
storage until it was repatri¬ 
ated to the UK in 2006. It 
now represents a rare op¬ 
portunity to purchase a vir¬ 
tually unused Bonneville 
and carries an estimate of 
£7,500 to £8,500. 

Amongst the more unusu¬ 
al lots there is a Fowler Con¬ 
tractors living van which 
was engaged in timber work 
around the Llangollen area 
of Wales during the 1930s. 
It was put into barn storage 
in the 1980s when it under¬ 
went a series of renovation 
works. 

It now requires further 
refurbishment but includes 
twin bunks, a stove, storage 
units and lanterns. It has 
an estimate of £12,000 to 
£13,000. 

Similarly there is a highly- 
decorated bowtop horse 
drawn caravan which has an 
estimate of £5,000 to £6,000. 

Another lot which is set to 
generate significant interest 
is a 1954 four seat twin cock¬ 
pit river launch boat, named 
‘Mistral.’ 

It was constructed from 
Yachting World plans by 
the vendor’s grandfather in 
the 1950s. It has been me¬ 
ticulously renovated and is 
constructed of mahogany 
plywood over a Sitka spruce 
and mahogany frame. It is 
offered with a bespoke trail¬ 
er, waterproof cover and all 
other regalia and historical 
documents. It has an esti¬ 
mate of £6,000 to £7,000.

Bus service put on 
hold as funds cut

THE number 15 bus, which has long 
shuttled Ely residents into town, 
has been axed for a month after the 
funding ran out. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has suggested people use 
the new dial-a-bus service, or the 
125 to Little Downham, while revi¬ 
sions are made to the service which 
stopped operating on fune 24. 

The bus route was originally fund¬ 
ed as part of the Sainsbury’s devel¬ 
opment on Lisle Lane. It will be re-

introduced with a reduced service 
on fuly 24 - the details of which have 
not yet been revealed. 

One resident, who only found out 
about the changes to the service af¬ 
ter her elderly mother waited for 
more than two hours for the bus to 
arrive, is outraged that the changes 
were not better publicised. 

She said: “I feel this has been done 
in a shabby, stealthy way for fear of a 
public outcry. 

“Where was the public announce¬ 
ment to let people know that this 
funding was to be withdrawn? 

“No-one I have spoken to recalls 
any prior notice being given, just the 
confusion of buses not turning up. 
I have looked at the local ‘loop’ (15) 
bus stop nearest to my house to see 
if there was a notice at the stop it¬ 
self. There was nothing, however the 
timetable has been removed.” 

While the reduced service was 
announced on the council’s web¬ 
site, this resident says it isn’t good 
enough as “many people” such as 
her mother do not use computers. 

She added: “We are a rural area 
and public transport is essential. It 
is also very often the case that those 


who need a bus service most are of¬ 
ten the most vulnerable in our soci¬ 
ety - the very elderly and the poor. 
People who cannot afford to drive 
rely on these services to get to work 
and into town.” 

A spokeswoman for Stagecoach 
said that East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council was the decision-maker 
for the 15 service. 

“Stagecoach provided the service 
using funding from them.” 

Emma Grima, commercial direc¬ 
tor for East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “The 15A/15B serving 
Ely City Centre is a bus service which 
has been funded by developers in 
the local area. 

“A revised service will commence 
on Monday, fuly 24. In the meantime, 
there are alternative bus services up 
until Saturday, fuly 22, for those who 
have used the previous bus service: 
the 125 Ely to Little Downham ser¬ 
vice and East Cambs Connect.” 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s said 
it was not responsible for the run¬ 
ning of bus services but provided 
the council with an agreed sum of 
money as part of the original plan¬ 
ning agreement.

Work starts on new commuter 
car park at city train station

WORK has begun on the creation of 
more than 120 car parking spots in 
Ely for rail commuters. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) gave planning per¬ 
mission for the scheme in February 
of this year. 

Since then contractors have been 
hired and work is under way with the 
car park expected to open this year. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, chairman of 
ECDC’s asset development com¬ 
mittee, said: “The extra spaces will 
have a positive impact for com¬ 
muters but it will also help reduce 
congestion on the A10 and improve 
traffic flow by removing cars from 
using local roads. 

“Coupled with the opening of 
the new Cambridge North railway 
station, it means that travelling 
to work by train for people in our 
district has become much more vi¬ 
able.” 

The one acre site, near the old 
‘Strikes’ bowling alley, will have 
the same prices as the Angel Drove 
car park, where users are charged a 


much lower fee than in the rail sta¬ 
tion car park. 

Cllr Hunt continued: “This initia¬ 
tive will very positively impact on 
the lives of commuters; not only 
because they will have a better 
chance of getting a space, but also 
because this car park will be signifi¬ 
cantly cheaper than the station car 
park.” 

The new facilities will be linked to 
the Angel Drove car park by an all 
weather lit path suitable for buggies 
and wheelchairs. 

A raised pedestrian pathway will 
also be built to ease access to the 
station and add extra site security. 

Cllr Lisa Stubbs added: “We want 
to encourage more people to use 
rail as a way of getting to and from 
work so this will go a long way to¬ 
wards this. 

“It also means more people can 
work in the hustle and bustle of 
Cambridge but can live in the qui¬ 
eter and somewhat cheaper sub¬ 
urbs without having too much of a 
commute. 

“This benefits Ely and takes park¬ 
ing pressure away from streets 
like Potter’s Lane and Dovehouse 
Close.”

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SWEET-TOOTHED LUKE BEARDSWORTH VISITS CANADA TO TURN OVER A NEW MAPLE LEAF 


Y OU have to hand it to the 
Canadians. They know a 
sweet treat when they see 
one. So what's a man to do 
but take a maple leaf out of 
their book? 

Spending four days in Quebec 
eating maple syrup sounds like the 
very definition of a cliche. If, like me, 
you're in the dark about what you 
can use maple for, then it seems 
bizarre - but bear with me. 

I was in town to see Nathan Eades, 
head chef of Michelin-starred 
Simpsons, and David Colcombe, chef 
ambassador at We Love Maple, 
prepare a meal. 

And, as you might expect given the 
starry duo, not just any meal. 

The Maple Festival was in full 
swing and we'd get to see the entire 
process from the making of maple 
syrup to the finished meal. 

Our first visit was to Delices Erable 
& Cie - it translates as Maple 
Delights, where we tried the four 
grades of the sweet stuff. They range 
from golden through to very dark, the 
latter being my favourite. 

The lighter syrup comes from 
earlier in the season (usually six 
weeks between February and April) 
and gradually becomes darker 
through until the end. 

We also tried a soft drink called 
1642 Ginger, made with maple syrup 
in Montreal, that I'd spend the rest of 
the trip talking about. 

Then it was off to Restaurant 
Europea, rated by TripAdvisor users 
as second best in the whole world in 
2015. 

Both presentation and service were 
glorious and introduced us to 
different ways of using maple. Here, it 
was used to roast the maple seeds 
and for maple peas. Both subtle uses, 
a world apart from the syrup you 
might have with your pancakes. 

A chilly walk back to the hotel was 
in order - be warned, you should take 
more than just a hooded jacket - 
before the main event. 

Theatre St-James was the glorious 
venue for Maple Festival, where 
Eades and Colcombe had created a 
menu with British traditions and a 
maple twist. 

The most impressive part was a 
Coronation Chicken dish I actually 
wanted to eat. I'm not normally a fan. 

It came on a rye cracker and was 
served alongside a chicken broth 
with julienne mushrooms marinated 
in maple vinegar. 

Before that we were treated to 
cubed salmon smoked in maple and 
served with caviar - and afterwards a 
take on a Sunday roast. 

Not like any Sunday roast you've 
had, I suspect. It was deer cooked in 
maple, a game-stuffed cabbage in a 
maple and cranberry chutney, and 
some layered celery root. 

Canadian staple maple is the name 
of the game. 

"It's been a few years now that 
maple has been gaining popularity in 
the UK,'' says Eades. "People are 
discovering maple is a lot more than 
just syrup on their pancakes. I'm 
proud to have put together a menu 
that's based in British food tradition, 
while putting a maple twist on it." 

Next day we visited Citadelle, the 
world's largest producer of pure 
maple.

Here, we saw behind the scenes 
how the syrup is stored and bottled 
once it has been collected from the 
trees in the first place. Then it was 
onward to Quebec City. 

I loved my time in Montreal but 
Quebec City was on a completely 
different level - so beautiful it was 
breathtaking. 

It feels like a village from France 
has been picked up and dropped into 
the Saint Lawrence River Valley. It's 
cobbled, hilly and historic. We spent 
hours just walking around the place, 
watched the sunset, taking hundreds 
of pictures - all despite the fact the 
temperature was - UPC. 

Dinner that night was at Panache 


Restaurant in Auberge Saint Antoine. 
Once again, we saw traditional 
fine-dining cooking techniques fused 
with the use of maple. It was 
impressive, but at that point we'd 
eaten a lot of brilliantly inventive 
food and something more homely 
was required, so we headed out to 
find a bar. 

Pub L'Oncle Antoine was exactly 
what we were looking for. French 
onion soup immediately lured us to a 
stool at the bar and we knew we 
wouldn't moving for several hours. 
You could make this pub your local. 

The bartender bet she could down 
a pint faster than us. She could, it was 
impressive.

And that soup was every bit as 
delicious as it smelled. 

Next day, after shaking off a 
hangover, we were off to a sugar 
shack for more hearty food. There 
were pies, potatoes, sausages - every¬ 
thing we hadn't really had the chance 
to eat over the last few days. 

We followed that by sledging down 
a hill. This is the place where the 
maple sap, extracted from the trees, 
is boiled down to make the syrup. It's 
also something of a tourist spot, with 
plenty of maple products and 
merchandise. 

A trip to the Jean Talon market 
back in Montreal was on the agenda 
before we headed for the airport. 

It's a gloriously colourful place. We 
found samosas for a couple of dollars 
and someone threw me an apple as I 
walked past. 

It felt like an essential part of the 
community - something we should 
strive to replicate. 

When I got home, it was with a 
suitcase full of maple products. 

Maple tea has become something I'll 
have whenever I need to relax - and 
I've started using maple sugar in my 
coffee. I'd also let you name your 
price for that 1642 Ginger soft drink. 
There's more to maple than syrup, 
you just need to give it a try.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

Q Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

Q Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

Q Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

Q Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number.

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Former world number one and bad boy of tennis John McEnroe claims he's mellowed - but not I —latest— 

completely. He tells HANNAH STEPHENSON about fatherhood, fame and love second time around T‘tT'L£$ 


H E USED to be known for 

his on-court rages, coining 
the phrase 'You cannot be 
serious!' at a Wimbledon 
umpire in 1981, a line 
which became as connected to him 
as his numerous tennis victories. 

More than 35 years on, John 
McEnroe, three-times Wimbledon 
singles champion and respected 
BBC commentator, is still courting 
controversy. 

First he said Andy Murray was a 
'distant fourth' behind the three 
main rivals in the Scot's career, 
Novak Djokovic, Roger Federer and 
Rafael Nadal, and most recently 
declared Serena Williams would be 
ranked '700 in the world' if she had 
to play on the men's circuit. 

Yep, still causing a stir - but he's 
long since learned to volley away 
criticism and serve up some 
self-deprecating humour. 

"I'm not mellow compared to 
the average person, but I'm 
certainly a lot mellower than I was," 
he says, gazing out of the window 
towards the Thames and the Shard, 
as we sit in his publisher's offices. 

He's promoting his second 
autobiography, But Seriously. His 
first, 2003’s Serious, charted his 
childhood and early days of tennis 
- which progressed to seven Grand 
Slam singles titles, the 'Superbrat' 
reputation and a tumultuous 
eight-year marriage to actress 
Tatum O'Neal, marred by her 
addiction battles, his hot temper 
and a prolonged custody battle for 
their three children. 

Now, the follow-up deals with his 
struggles to reinvent himself as a 
father, art collector, musician and 
broadcaster, his relationship with 
second wife Patty Smyth, and his 
efforts to be the best father he 
could to his six children (he has 
another two daughters and a 
step-daughter with Patty). 

By his own admission, he's been 
a strict disciplinarian, which hasn't 
always gone down well. 

"If you asked some of my kids, 
they wouldn't say I'm mellow. I 
find it ironic that I’m the one more 
often than not calming Patty down. 
If you don't mature and mellow 
and have a better overview and 
perspective of things at 58, you are 
going to be a kid your entire life." 

They met at a party in 1993, when 
he was going through his divorce 
and was at a low ebb. 

"If there's any credit for the faint 
possibility I might have become a 
slightly better, less selfish person 
over the last 20 years, the bulk of 
that should go to Patty," he writes. 

After retiring from professional 
tennis in 1992, at first, he admits he 
filled the space by smoking more 
marijuana than he should have 
done. He stopped when he 
discovered his children, then in 
their early teens, were pinching his 
stash, while Tatum accused him of 
being a drug addict during the 
custody battle. 

"I was going through a difficult 
time in my personal life. 

Sometimes it’s hard to look in the 
mirror and face up to things," he 
says now.

Two years ago, his eldest son 
Kevin was arrested for what was 
thought to be possession of cocaine 
and prescription drugs. Although 
the substance found on him was 
baking soda, his father asked 
himself what he'd done wrong. 

"I felt terrible. His mom had been 
arrested close by and I couldn’t 
believe it had happened. I was very 
shocked." 

He clarifies his feelings in the 
book. “I don't want to go into 
details about my ex-wife's side of 
the family, but let's just say if you 
were looking for a stabilising 
influence as a grandparent, you 
probably wouldn't choose Ryan 
O'Neal (Tatum's father). 

"Kevin was always such a good 
person that it's been painful to 
watch him struggling, but I'm 
proud of how hard he's worked to 


get his life back on track over 
the last couple of years." 

Relations with Sean, his 
second son who has 
always gravitated towards 
his mother (and changed 
his surname to O'Neal), are 
more difficult. John 
says he wishes he'd 
been more 
sympathetic 
about the 



impact of being the son 
of a high-profile couple 
in a painful divorce. 

"One time when I 
dropped Sean off I was 
really afraid that he'd 


go up and find her dead on the 
floor. I know that he was deeply 
affected by that. It was a 
frightening time. I wish I'd been 
more sympathetic as to how he was 
feeling. He's 29 and it seems like 
we’ve been unable recently to see 
eye to eye. 

"We speak infrequently. We’re in 
touch through texting or emailing, 
but I'm hopeful that changes 
tomorrow. 

"I’ve tried my best," he continues. 
"On some levels, I haven’t been as 
sympathetic to what it's like to 
grow up as the son or daughter of 
John McEnroe and how people 
look at them. I felt I was doing a 
reasonably good job. But there are 
always two sides to a story." 

He has little contact with his 
ex-wife. "Do you call keeping in 
touch occasional email and 
occasional text? It's gotten to the 
point where the best thing for me 
personally is just as little [contact] 
as possible, but that might not be 
the best for my kids with Tatum. 
They want you to have a good 
relationship and I totally 
understand that and I feel bad that 
we don't. I know that I can't blame 
it all on her, as much as I’d like to." 

In a recent interview, Kevin said 
his father was a tough 
disciplinarian and indicated he 
was still seeking his father's 
approval. 

"A lot of kids do that. At some 
level I had that with my own father. 
I mean, how many Wimbledons is 
enough? How many years do I have 
to be number one? 

"I tell this story where my dad 
finished second in law school out 
of 450 people and my mom said, 
'Why weren't you first?' I’m like my 
parents. That’s in part why I 
became who I am." 

He never pushed his children 
into tennis. However, he recalls 
how, when he'd watch them at 
sports events, other parents 
expected him to react. 

"Sometimes I'd sit there and not 
say anything, while parents are 
expecting me to explode. Then 
after the event, my kids would say, 
'God, you didn’t say anything!’ 

You can't win. 

As for fame, he reflects: "If a 
whole day passed when someone 
didn't say, 'You cannot be serious!’ 
to me, that would be amazing. 
Half an hour without it 
sometimes seems unlikely. 

"My feelings about that are 
a strange juxtaposition of 
embarrassment and pride: On 
the one hand, that this is what 
I represent to people; on 
the other, at least I 
represent something. 

"Ultimately, pride 
\ wins out."

Volvo sparks a move 
to electric power 


W ITHIN three years every 
new Volvo car will have 
an electric motor on 

board. 

The announcement brings to 
an end conventional powertrains 
used by the Swedish car maker for 
the past 90 years. 

Already Volvo has a number 
of plug-in hybrids in its line up - 
notably the XC90 T8 SUV and the 
Twin Engine V60 estate - which 
can run purely on electricity. 

The new XC60 SUV - due to be 
released in the next few weeks - 
will also be available with a plug-in 
electric option. 

According to Volvo - now 
owned by Chinese auto giant 
Geely - the announcement 
represents one of the most 
significant moves by any car maker 
to embrace electrification. 

"This announcement marks 
the end of the solely combustion 
engine-powered car," said 
Hakan Samuelsson, Volvo's chief 
executive. "Volvo Cars has stated 



it plans to have sold a total of a 
million electrified cars by 2025. 
When we said it we meant it. This 
is how we are going to do it." 

Speaking in Stockholm at the 
company's design studio Mr 
Samuelsson revealed that from 
2019 every new model launched 


by Volvo will use an electric motor 
in one form or another including 
fully electric cars, plug-in hybrid 
cars and mild-hybrid cars. 

"This is about the customer," 
said Mr Samuelsson. "People 
increasingly demand electrified 
cars, and we want to respond to 


our customers' current and future 
needs. You can now pick and 
choose whichever electrified Volvo 
you wish." 

The company announced it 
will launch five fully electric cars 
between 2019 and 2021, three 
of which will be Volvo models 
and two of which will be high- 
performance electrified cars from 
Polestar, Volvo Cars' performance 
car arm. 

These five cars will be 
supplemented by a range of petrol 
and diesel plug-in hybrid and 
mild-hybrid 48-volt options on 
all models meaning that in future 
there will be no Volvo cars running 
only on internal combustion 
engines. 

Full details of these models will 
be announced at a later date. 

The decision follows the recent 
announcement that Volvo is 
planning to turn Polestar into a 
new separately branded electrified 
global high-performance car 
company.

LOGICAL: The frugal and roomy 
Dacia Logan MCV 


S O you've got less than £11,000 to spend 
on a car but it needs to be spacious to 
accommodate the family and have plenty 
of luggage room for the same reason. 

So which used car dealer do you visit for the 
best deal? 

Well if you have any sense you won't bother 
with any of them, as you can now get a brand 
new car that meets your criteria and comes with 
a generous three year, 60,000 mile warranty. 

And best of all the car in question is powered 
by a beefy 1.5-litre diesel engine that will 
average a phenomenal 80 miles per gallon. 

The car that defies financial logic is the new 
version of the Dacia Logan MCV, a generously 
sized, five-seater estate car with a boot area 
so large you could almost sleep in it. Fold the 
60/40 split rear seatbacks down and the space 


jumps from 573 litres to a van-like 1,518 litres. 

The clue is in the letters tagged on to the 
end of the name. MCV stands for Maximum 
Capacity Vehicle. 

Appealing to cost conscious drivers who need 
something much larger than their budget would 
normally run to, the Logan is available in three 
different trim levels with the Ambiance - looked 
at here - the middle of the range model at 
£10,895. 

And for that you get a car that's not only 
spacious but comes with air conditioning, DAB 
radio, electric front windows, stop/start, remote 
central locking and daylight running lights. In 
fact all the things that most people would want. 

Despite its budget price tag the Logan is well 
put together and when you get behind the 
wheel you find it's actually rather nice to drive 


too, with an impressive amount of torque and 
plenty of power in the lower gears. 

There's a five-speed manual gearbox, 
although fifth is very much an overdrive gear 
ideal for cruising on the motorway when the rev 
counter is just hitting 2,000 revs at 70 miles per 
hour, ensuring relaxed, frugal motoring. 

For fast overtaking you need to drop down 
a cog but when you do the Logan is quick to 
respond and happy to do so. 

Petrol engined models are available - the 
entry level Logan is priced from just £7,295 
- but the 1.5-litre diesel is by far the best 
performer. 

The suspension is a little on the soft side but it 
handles well even when driven quickly through 
tights bends and provides a very comfortable 
ride. 


In fact for me there are very few negative 
points on a car which - since the Romanian 
company was re-launched by parent company 
Renault in 2004 - is fast winning fans all over 
Europe for economy motoring. More than 
100,00 Dacias have been sold in the UK since 
the company launched here in 2013. 

OK so on the Logan you have to adjust the 
side mirrors manually and you always have 
to use the key to open the boot rather than 
have a release catch and there is no height 
adjustment on the driver's seat but apart from 
these the Logan Ambiance fills most people's 
requirements. 

And it's interesting to note how well Dacia 
has done in surveys carried out among owners.
